INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

The  incidence  was  small  and  no  deaths  were, 
reported.  No  cases  of  poliomyelitis  were  notified  and 
again  no  case  of  diphtheria. 

In  connection  with  diphtheria  the  continued  freed- 
om from  the  disease  seems  to  be  having  an  effect  on 
the  immunisation  figures.  Only  about  40%  of  infants  are 
being  immunised,  and  this  figure  has  remained  fairly 
constant  over  the  past  few  years  which  means  that  over 
50%  of  school  entrants  are  not  protected  against  diph- 
theria.

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SOCIAL  CIRCUMSTANCES 


Dronfield  is  now  in  the  fortunate  position  that 
there  are  quite  a diversity  of  industries  in  the  area. 
Certainly  most  of  them  are,  comparatively  speaking, 
small  concerns,  but  the  variety  is  a great  contrast  to 
some  of  the  neighbouring  areas  which  are  almost  solely 
dependant  on  heavy  industry  such  as  coal  and  iron, 
production.  As  well  as  being  an  aid  to  continued  em- 
ployment and  not  so  sensitive  to  recession,  the  lighter 
industry  very  often  offers  employment  to  partially  dis- 
abled people  who  find  difficulty  in  obtaining  suitable 
employment  in  industries  demanding  physical  fitness.

This  work  is  never  really  satisfactory  from  all 
angles,  if  enough  men  are  employed  to  keep  ahead  of 
demands  caused  by  new  building  then  the  cost  of  the 
service  is  considered  too  high  ; if  the  expenditure  is  kept 
down  then  a seven  day  collection  throughout  the  year  is 
a problem. 
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Salvage  is  still  being  pushed  through  due  to  re- 
duced prices  in  paper  and  metals,  and  due  to  this  while 
tonnage  figures  are  higher  income  is  slightly  less  than  in 
1957.
